ORDERS OVERSEER PLECTED.

SIERRA MADRE, July 27.—Fight- 
ing a rattler in the dark with the un- 


George Humphries, a pioneer here, 
succeeded in dispatching the serpent 
with a hoe while his locally famous 
snake dog Bum was bitten in the head. 

The snake is dead and skinned, the dog 
is semi-comatose under the influence 
of Uaònor and snake poison, while halt 
of that section of Sierra Madre is 
showing solicitude about the bull dog, 
which is a town favorite. 

Bum has killed so many rattlers 
that the Humphries family has quit 
keeping tally, and should he die his 
loss will be regarded as a public calam- 
ity. Snakes are occasional visitors in 
the foothills and“ with such a known 
terror to reptiles as Bum near the 
neighbors on Carter's Drive, which 
the Humphries home faces, felt a 
sense of safety which is lacking now. 
So the combined medical lore of the 
community has been collated for the 
benefit of the canine.
